Having ſaid enough, and perhaps more than will 
be lik'd» of the Orators and Poets, we next come to 
the Hiſtorians, another Sort of unaccountable Wfi- 
ters, and as unaccountably celebrated and admir'd, 
or coatema'd and rejected ; for the Country being, 
more thaa any other, divided into Parties and Fa- 
ions, every Man who attempts to Record the Tran- 
ſactions of his Time, takes Care to repreſeat Things 
according to the Genius of his Side, and as he would 
bave them believ'd by others, without any Regard to 
Truth; and every Reader concludes, that is the no- 
bleſt and moſt impartial Hiſtory, which beſt fits his 
Humour and Tickles his Inclinatioa; and according 
as the Spirit of Rebellion, or the Notion of Loy- 
alty is moſt prevalent at ſeveral Times, fo the Party- 
Books rife and fall in Price, and become ſcarce, or 
lie begging upon Stalls. Some others of theſe An- 
naliſts, affecting to be thought Impartial, do fo con- 


found their Accounts, that it is impoſſible to find out 


what they would be at, ſometimes Magnifying» and 
again Extenuating, ſometimes Blaming, and again 
Excuſiag, ſometimes Commending and again Re- 
proaching the ſame Perſons, Actions and Councils. 
This Method is very obſerveable in a great Author, 
whoſe Hiſtory of a Rebellion that happen'd in O- 
Brazil ia his Days, has been lately publiſh'd in Three 
Volumes ia Folio; the? this muſt be faid in his Be- 
b=lF, that the Work being Poſthumous, as appearing 
long aver his Deceaſe, it is ſuſpected he has not had 
all the fair vlay that might have been wiſh'd. How- 
ever that is, the Hiſtos runs under his Name, which 
will be ever under Cenſure for the many Blemiſhes to 
be found in it, as it is alſo not undeſervedly admir'd 
for its many Beautics. His Characters of ſeveral 
Perſons are curiouſly drawn, with all the Art imagi- 
5 . nable, 
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nable, bat then very often the Account of their Lives 
and Actions is directly oppoſite. As in the Character 
of a great Duke Favourite to two Kings, de among 
other mighty Commendations, ſays, He was of 4 no- 
ble Nature, and. generous Diſpoſtion, and of ſuch at her 
Endowments, as made him very capable of being a great 
Favourite to 4 great King, beſides bis e | Aa- 
bility, &c. Yet ia all his Actions ſhews the utmoſt Vil- 
lany, and tells us, He was. never Reconcil'd where. he 
once took Offence, and that Right or Wrong ; that he 
did all the Miſchief he poſſibly could could, whereſo- 
ever he had. 4 Prejudice; that he engag d his Maſter in 
two unjuſt Wars, to ſatisfy his private Malice and Re- 
venge; that he endeavour'd to alienate the King's Mind 
from his Queen, and much more directly contradi- 
ctory to what he has before ſaid in Praiſe of him. 
This is to be ſeen in many other Characters. Then 
to curry Favour with the Prime Rebels that were li- 
ving, or the Children of ſuch as were dead, though 
with palpable Contradiction he gilds over their ba- 
SO oy Dew 
Another Tale came out a few Years before, under 
the Name of Aemoirs, in 3 Volumes, 8vo. written by 
a known Regicide, who is ſo far from concealing» or 
palliating his Crime, that he rather glories in it, and 
all along juſtifies every Step of that bloody Rebel- 
lion, only finding Fault with an Uſurper, becauſe he 
got the Start of him in riſing; but every where re- 
viling and flandering the King and all his Friends with 
the utmoſt Malice. To add to the viruleacy of this 
Work, ſome one, as great a Traitor as the Author, 
has writ a Preface to it, which he begins by telling 
the Publick that Wretch and his Actions have been 
uaiverſally applauded, as if ithe Height of Villany 
found any where Applauſe, but among the Actors of 
it, even among whom there are ſome that Bluſh to 
own, much leſs to commend their Crimes.

tile is there Theological in their . or Prin- 
ciples, that it plaiply appears they behieve nothing, 
but what is viſible and corpareal, and are quite void 
of any ſupernatural Notions, looking upon all thaſe 
things as unworthy: of their Wiſdom, and only fit 
to be ſwallow'd by the Ignorant, and to keep them 
in Awe. Hence that Multitude of Books and Pam 
phlers ridiculing all that is Sacred, ſubverting the 
Fundamentals of Religion, decrying all Piety as 8. 
perſtition, opening the Way to Licentiouſneſs, de- 


ſpiſing all Church Government, reviling the Order. 


of Prieſthood, and encouraging Blaſphemy and Pro- 
phaneneſs. There are alſo of the ſecond Sort, that 
is. Natural or Myſtical Divines, who believigg ſome 
little Matter, are, as has been hinted ahoveFfor re- 

ducing, all Religion to human Philoſophy, allowing 
of nothing beyond their Comprehenſion, and turn- 
ing all that i Is above their weak Reaſon, into Baer
